the cost tb of two-way postage (insurance not needed), copying out here, and the 
risk of loss (small) make this still, I think, cheaper (and certainly quicker) 
iiaii? than ordering from the Archives. In general, however, unless you have a 
handy list of your CD’s, it is too much trouble. 

On Kleindienst 1 s letter on my 1A file requests: he says that what I asked 

for does not pertain to LHO. He may be lying, but that is unequivocal and I see 
no need to ask him to repeat that claim. Before I do anything on this, I want 
to find out if the 1A category of the 97-74 file would relate only nte to the N.O. 
division of the FPCC (the title of the DeBrueys 22 report); to all pro-Castro 
activity, or what. I think Bill Turner iszassfe: is the only available source of 
this information. Also, I would want to check out what the Commission had on 
pro-Castro activity other than Oswald’s before the assassination. Of course, we 
could ask for items after # 5 in the 97-74 file, or other documents in the FBI 
file which may not have been given to the WC but do pertain to LHO, but fat lot 
of good that would do. I guess I could make such a request, for the record, but 
am not inclined to do so at the moment. 

Your note of l/l8 to Mary c et als I guess I would like slides of the 13 Z 
film if the cost is not excessive. (Isn't this sort of 1mm thing very expensive?)
